Our  search  for  specie  iris 
has  been  so  well  rewarded  that  we  can 
list  a  number  of  varieties  which  are  but 
rarely  catalogued.

Acaena  Glauca.  Dwarf  trailing  evergreen  foliage  of 
a  bluish  hue;  close  spiny  heads  of  flowers.  Fine  for 
carpeting.

Helianthemum  Vulgare.  Rock  Rose.  Various  shades, 
white,  yellow,  pinks,  and  reds.  Flowers  like  miniature 
wild  roses.  Constant  bloomer.  Doubles  and  singles. 
Showy.  25c-50c. 

Heuchera  Sanguinea.  Coral  Bells.  Coral  red  flowers 
12  in.  high  in  loose  panicles. 

Hypericum  Reptans.  Prostrate  evergreen  glaucous 
foliage.  Large  golden  yellow  flowers.  35c. 

Hypericum.  From  White  River  glacier.  A  charming 
carpeter  with  minute  bronze  foliage  and  tiny  yellow 
flowers.

A  charming  creeper, 
covered  in  very  early  spring  with  masses  of  flowers.

Polemonium  Humile.  Low  slender  plant,  flowers 
bell  shape,  blue,  with  the  odor.of  grapes. 

Polemonium  Reptans.  One  foot  or  less.  Blue  flowers. 

Polemonium  Richardsonii.  About  18  in.  high.  Va¬ 
rious  shades  of  blue. 

Plumbago  Larpentae.  Dwarf  spreading  habit, 
bronze  foliage,  deep  blue  flowers  in  fall.  6-8  in. 

Primula  Cashmeriana.  Earliest  of  all,  with  umbels 
of  rosy  lilac  to  white  flowers.  50c. 

Primula  Japonica.  Hybrids.  New  hybrids  of  rose, 
orange  and  carmine  flowers  in  whorls.

Lovely 
shades  of  rose  and  pink,  foliage  forms  a  soft  evergreen 
carpet. 

Saxifraga  Macnabiana.  Foliage  in  rosettes,  silver 
gray  to  bronze  in  winter,  flowers  white  with  pink  dots. 
10  in. 

Saxifraga  Megasea.  Cordifolia.  Handsome  broad¬ 
leaved  foliage,  which  alone  would  make  them  inval¬ 
uable.  Rose  pink  flowers  very  early  in  large  clusters. 

Saxifraga  Pyramidalis.  Very  robust,  2  ft.  when  in 
flower.  Rosettes  large  and  glaucous,  white  flowers  in 
large  panicles.  A  fine  showy  plant. 

Saxifraga  Umbrosa.  London  Pride.  Leaves  form 
dense  rosettes  6  in.  across.  Flowers  white  speckled 
carmine. 

Sedum  Acre.  Stems  creeping  branched,  flower  stems 

2- 3  in.  high.  Flowers  yellow.  Thrives  in  poor  soil. 

Sedum  Album.  Habit  same  as  above.  Flowers  white. 

3- 4  in.  June  to  August. 

Sedum  Kamtschaticum.  Branches  6-10  in.  long. 
Flower  stems  4-6  in.  high,  flowers  numerous,  yellow. 
June  to  August. 

Sedum  Middendorfianum.  Dark  serrated  foliage, 
yellow  flowers. 

Sedum  Purpurascens.  Flowers  rose  colored,  foliage 
purplish. 

Sedum  Sexangulare.  Flowers  yellow,  2-3  in.  June  to 
August. 

Sedum  Spectabile.  One  of  the  prettiest  erect  grow¬ 
ing  sedums.  Broad  light  green  foliage,  with  immense 
flat  heads  of  rose  colored  flowers.  30c. 
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Sempervivium  Arachnoideum.  Cobweb  Hen  and 
Chickens.  The  tips  of  the  leaves  are  connected  with 
long,  soft  white  hairs.  Salmon  pink  flowers  on  3-4  in. 
stems. 

Sempervivium  Glaucum.  Rose  colored  flowers,  fo¬ 
liage  gray  green. 

Sempervivium  Laggeri.  Leaves  gray  green,  red  vio¬ 
let  at  the  tips.  Flowers  rose. 

Sempervivium  Montanum.  Flowers  mauve  red  on 
3-6  in.  stems. 

Sempervivium  Tectorum.  Rosettes  3-4  in.  in  diam¬ 
eter.  Leaves  tipped  with  red  brown.  Flowers  rose 
colored. 

Sempervivium  Triste.  Leaves  brownish,  flowers 
white. 

Silene  Acaulis.  Cushion  pink.  Moss-like  tufted 
plant  2-in.  high  with  reddish  flowers.  40c. 

Silene  Alpestris.  White  flowers.  An  elegant  dwarf 
species.  40c. 

Silene  Shafta.  The  most  satisfactory  of  all  silenes. 
Trailing,  3-6  in.  Carmine  flowers. 

Thymus  Serpyllum.  Thyme.  Forms  dense  mats  of 
dark  green,  fragrant  foliage  and  clouds  of  white 
flowers. 

Thymus  Coccineum.  A  rosy  red  flowering  form  of 
the  preceding. 

Thymus  Lanuginosus.  Woolly  Thyme.  Same  habit 
as  preceding,  but  with  woolly  foliage  and  pink  flowers. 
An  unusually  good  creeper. 

Tritoma  Pfitzerii.  Red  Hot  Poker.  Rich  blooming 
border  plants.  Very  decorative  with  3-4  ft.  spikes  of 
bloom.  35c. 

Tritoma  Corallina.  Flowers  yellow.  Plant  more 
dwarf  than  the  preceding.  35c. 

Tradescantia  Virginica.  Spider  Wort.  Good  for 
moist  places.  Brilliant  blue  flowers  12-18  in.  high. 
May  to  September. 

Veronica  Cataractae.  A  gem  for  the  rockery.  White 
flowers  in  profusion. 

Veronica  Corymbosa  Stricta.  A  fine  alpine,  dense 
plumes  of  azure  blue  flowers. 

Veronica  Prostrata.  Flowers  blue,  lovely  trailer  3 
in.  high.  May  and  June. 

Veronica  Spicata.  Flowers  violet  blue  in  long  spikes. 
Dwarf  habit. 

Veronica  Spicata  Alba.  Flowers  white. 

Veronica  Spicata  Rosea.  Very  neat  dwarf  form. 
Flowers  pink. 

Veronica  Repens.  Fine  trailing  species  with  deep 
blue  flowers. 

Viola  Bosniaca.  Flowers  rosy  lilac.  April-Sept.  30c. 

Viola  Jersey  Gem.  Flowers  fine  purple.  An  ex¬ 
tremely  heavy  all-season  bloomer.  30c. 

Viola  G.  Wermig.  Large  blue  flowers  all  summer 
long.  30c. 

Viola  Rivieriana.  An  excellent  violet  for  the  rock¬ 
ery,  standing  sun  and  drought.  Flowers  light  blue. 
All  summer. 

Zauschneria  California.  A  low-growing  perennial 
with  red  fuchsia-like  flowers.  Remarkably  drought 
resistant.  Foliage  a  pleasing  gray.  Trailing.  July  to 
October.

Autumn  Crocus.  Colchicum  Autumnale.  Broad 
green  leaves  in  spring,  which  die  down  in  summer. 
Lovely  orchid  crocus  flowers  in  early  fall.  25c. 

Blood  Root.  Sanguinarea  Canadense.  A  low  peren¬ 
nial  with  pure  white  water  lily  like  flowers  in  early 
spring.  25c. 

Black  Calla  of  the  Nile.  Amorphophallus  Rivieri. 
Flowers  are  like  huge  callas  but  of  a  dark  chocolate 
color.  Individual  flowers  are  sometimes  a  foot  and  a 
half  long.  Tubers  35c  to  $1.00,  according  to  size. 

Feather  Hyacinth.  Lovely  and  curious  flowers  9 
inches  high  with  feathery  plume-like  spikes  of  lovely 
lilac  blue  color.  Fine  for  the  rock  garden.  $1.50  a  doz. 


FERNS 

These  are  native  eastern  and  southern  species  for 
dry  shady  places. 

Athyriuni.  Filix  Femina.  Lady  Fern.  A  large  hand¬ 
some  fern  from  one  to  three  feet  high.  35c. 

Dennstedtia  Punctilobula.  Hay-scented  Fern.  12- 
18  in.  Will  grow  in  sun  or  shade,  soon  forming  a  com¬ 
pact  mass.  35c. 

Dryopteris  Clintoniana.  Clinton’s  Wood  Fern.  2 
ft.  or  more  in  height,  producing  fine  masses  of  green¬ 
ery.  35c. 

Osmunda  Cinnamonea.  Cinnamon  Fern.  2-4  ft.  high, 
8  in.  wide.  Likes  a  peaty  soil.  50c. 

Osmunda  Claytoniana.  Interrupted  or  Flowering 
fern.  Prefers  a  dry,  stony  soil.  Thrives  in  the  open 
sun.  Popular  for  porch  and  foundation  planting.  50c. 
Osmunda  Regalis.  Royal  fern.  Pale  green  fronds.

Aratum.  Gold  Banded  Lily  of  Japan.  Immense 
white  flowers  thickly  spotted  with  brown,  each  petal 
having  a  golden  yellow  band  through  the  center.
